Tue spocial telegram received . yesterday 
from Shanghai, and published in our 
columns, has no doubt been read with much 
interest. ‘The Chinese Government, it is 
roported, now offer to pay an indemnity of 
Tis. 450,000,006 in thirty equal annual 
instalments, including Tis. 10,000,000 from. 
Salt Revenue, Tle. 2,000,000 from native 
Customs, and Tis, 2,000,000 from lekin. 
They also stipulate that the Tariff shall 
be increased. From this it would seem 
“that the Chinese Government at any rate 


proposes to continue: the present pernicious 


~ system of two Customs services and to perpe- 
tuate the lekin levy, If 20, these decisions 
are to be regrettéd, and will, we hope, yet 
be abandoned. According to the N.-C 
Herald of the 8th inst,, if the Chinese Go- 
vernment agree to pay the amount claimed, 
the troops will be withdrawn from Peking, 
except the nécessary garrison, the Emperor 
will: return and take the reind of govern- 
ment, order will gradually be restored in 
the North, and trade will resume its bene- 
- ficent task of emocthing ovor racial hostili- 
ties. The preseut proposal of the Chinese 
_- Government is lesa than the sum named by 
the Foreign Ministers, to wit £65,000,000, 
or roughly Tis. 480,000,000, but it is 
probable this -difference will be bridged 
- without mifck  difficulty;amd it is 
satisfactory to hear that the Foreign 
Ministers have agreed that amy “increase 


"| takes us to what ‘are and are not foreign 


goods. The Chinese official is so ingenious 
that if crack be left through which he can 
insinunte his way, he will, eoekroach-like, 
flatten himself sufficiently to do eo. It is 
also reported that Sir Roveat Haxr pro. 
poses td collect the duties at a fixed rate of 
6s. 84. for-the Haikwan “‘Tael, which would 
be equivalent to more than doubling. the 
tariff. . If thia be tha case, the Powers could 


per cent. ad valorem, or the duties would be 
quadrupled. We sbould think there must 
be.some mistake here. It is gratifying to 
Nearn that the Powers have not overlooked 
the question of the opening of the inland 
waterways to foreign trade and navigation. 
This privilege, nominally conceded to Sir 
Cravoz Macnonanp, is to be cenverted 


{into a genuine concession, . unfettered by 


ridiculous stipulations such as those which 
rendered: the opening of the West River a 
costly and disappointing farce. 
Ii the news given by our Shangbai con- 
tomporaries be correct, then the protests 
recently sent home by the Hongkong and 
Sbanghai Chambers of Commerce will be 


unneceasary ; but it is just as well they 


to lo insiated upon, and in any. case it is 
of the highest importance that the views of 


‘| ‘the two mont. important. commercial bodies 


in the Far East should be set clearly forth 
at u crisis like that which has now arisen in 
China, The question of internal taxation 
is so large und difficult that too much 
attontion cannot be paid to it at the present 
moment. The British Minister will no 
‘doubt redeem the promise made by his 
predecessor Sir Chawpz Macponap to the 
Ovcambers of Commerce at Hongkong and 
Shanghai, to’ afford them the chaneo of 
expressing their. opinions on. the. revision 
of Tariff before agreeing - as to any 
details, and . there. will be ‘no great 
dificulty in obtaining « fairly unanimous one 
as tothe desirability of abolishing the bar- 
rier and customs stations and consolidating 
tho numerous imposts into one duty, which. 
shall’frank the goods to any destination. it 
is by this’ means alone that the large in- 
crouse in the Tariff can be justified, aud by 
this means, too, that trade can be developed 
with the interior markets, now practically 
closed to. foreign goods. Perhaps these 
remarks many prové a little premature, for 
ho agreement. has yet been actually arrived 
as, but it is encouraging te note that it is 
within something like measurable: distance, 
and we trust that it will not be long before. 
an sctuat basis of settlement is‘ come to, 
The fact that tho Chinese “Imperial Court 
is expected to arrive at Kaifeng-fu next 
mouth would seem to-point to a belief that 
a modus vivendi will be found before then.
